THE GRAIN TRADE. 

In the present crisis, when the financial skies 
are dark and threatening, there is one depart- 
ment of trade whose current cannot be stopped, 
although it may be momentarily checked. We 
allude to the movement of wheat to the sea- 
board and to Europe. Our crop is abundant, 
the quality is good, and it is certain that Eng- 
land and the Continent must have all we can 
sparethem. Dispatches received here report that, 
the correspondents of Liverpool houses in New 
York were ready on Wednesday to purchase wheat 
and to pay for it in currency or coin. This fact 
was manifest on the Board of Trade yesterday, 
where prices advanced and buyers were ready to 
pay for their purchases by cash on delivery. 
Some of the buyers had dispatches that cash had 
been shipped by express, and would arrive in a 
day or two, but to them an advance of one to two 
cents was made. The low prices still 
ruling will stimulate bidyers, and we should not 
be surprised to see a very active market within 
the next week, even though all transactions 
were made with greenbacks from hand to hand. 
The movement in wheat breaking as it must 
the business blockade, our merchants and manu- 
facturers and commission houses may stil] ex- 
pect a good fall business. The North- 
west has an abundance of all food pro- 
ducts, and the Eastern States and Europe must 
have them. Of course they must pay 
for them, and, if our people have not maturing 
indebtedness to offset, they must pay in ourren- 
ey or in coin. Our citizens will remember that, 
when the banks all suspended in 1861, and for s 
week or two nobody had any money, the Eastern 
cities sent their gold to the West to buy our 
grain and provisions, and, fora time at least, 
business was exceedingly active. We see no 
reason, therefore, for any continued stagnation 
in the channels of trade. 


CONDITION OF THE RAILROADS. 

The responsibility for the present financial 
crisis rests mainly with the railroads and their 
antagonists. Thoughtful observers predicted 
® popular reaction against the dangerous, power 
concentrated in the great corporations. Oon- 
scious of their might, the railroads ignored the 
rising importance of the Grangers. They de- 
chned to conciliate them. Now the little cloud, 
at first no bigger than a man’s hand, has gath- 
ered in size until its gloom overspreads the con- 
tinent. 

Exasperated at being deemed of no conse- 
quence, the Grangers united in an onslaught 
that has been translated in Europe as a commu- 
nistic war upon vested rights and property. 
This impression was given at an unfortunate 
fime. Nearly 9,000 miles of railroad were pro- 
jected, chiefly in the West. The capital required 
amounted to the enormous sum of $240,000,000, 
placing the average cost at $30,000 per mile. 
The expectation was to secure at least one-third 
of the amount from Europe. 

Had the political horizon not been overcast, 
no difficulty would have been experienced. The 
plethora of capital in Germany, consequent upon 
the prompt payment of the French war indem- 
nity, created a demand for investments. Ameri- 
can securities would have been eagerly seized 
upon had the capitalists not recently suffered 
from worthless railroad bonds issued by some of 
our Western roads. While negotiations were 
pending to convince them of the certain profit 
of those offered, the threatenings of the Gran- 
gers reached Europe, and American railroad 
bonds became a drug on the market. 

As soon es this result became known, all rail- 
road construction stopped. Then the impend- 
ing disaster began to be felt. Chicago was not 
exempted. Orders were g ven to suspend all 
work upon the short line to St. Louis, and half 
a dozen other projects calculated materially to 
develop the West fell through. The Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul surrendered the St. Croix 
land-grant from sheer inability to buiid the re- 
quired road, and the Northwestern indefinitely 
postponed the construction of their proposed air- 
line from Milwaukee to Lodi, The Canada 
run into Chicago next month, dragged slowly 
along, and has now little prospect of counecting 
Chicago with Buffalo for a year or two to come, 

The reported capital of the railroads of the 
Western and Southern States amounts to near! 
$1,900, 000,000. To wage war upon this vast 
ty in a manner calculated irreparably to damage 
it, was certainly ill-advised, and must return 
upon the promoters of the hostility. Grievances 
undoubtedly there were. In the nature of 
things, it could not be otherwise. So stupendous 
a system could not be created without abuses 
creeping in, but correction is not to be found in
